Chiefly Mr. Wells' ideas on current international relations. Critical of French 
motives and policies.

A useful and reliable historical compendium. 

THE CONDUCT OF AMERICAN FOREIGN RELATIONS. By J. M. Mat- 
thews.

A thoroughly scholarly analysis of the legislative and administrative organs in- 
volved in our relations with other states. 

SHALL IT BE AGAIN ? By J. K. Turner. New York: Huebsch, 1922, 448 pp. 

A striking challenge to conventional views regarding the motive of the United 
States in entering the World War. It ascribes American intervention chiefly to pres- 
sure from Wall Street. 
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WOODROW WILSON AND THE WORLD WAR. By Chari.es Seymoor. New 
Haven: Yale University Press, 1922, 383 pp. 

An important volume in the Chronicles of America Series. The most authorita- 
tive statanent oS the conventional view. It should be compared with Turner.

FuETER. Zurich: Schulthess, 1921, 674 pp. 

Perhaps the best general historical introduction to modern European problems 
and international reladons. An English translation by Professor S. B. Fay is announced 
by Harcourt. 

DIE GROSSE POLrriK DER EUROPAISCHEN KABINETTE, 1871-1914: 
SAMMLUNG DER DIPLOMATISCHEN AKTEN DES AUSWARTIGEN 
AMTES. Edited by J. Lepsius, A. M. Bartholdy, and F. Thimme. Berlin: Ver- 
lagsgesellschaft fiir Polirik and Geschichte, 1922, six volumes. 

The first installment of a monumental and significant compilation of the diplo- 
matic documents in the German Foreign Ofiice. It will compel an extensive revision 
of the diplomatic history of Europe since, 1870. The first six volumes embody the 
documents down to 1890. 

UN LIVRE NOIR: DIPLOMATIE D'AVANT GUERRE D'APRES LES DOCU- 
MENTS DES ARCHIVES RUSSES. Preface by Ren£ Marchand (Tome I, 1910- 
12). Paris: Librairie du Travail, 1922, 374 pp. 

A very significant work based on recent research in Russian archives. It is im- 
jjortant for secret Russo-French relations. 

JCAISERLICHE KATASTROPHEN-POLITIK. By H. Kanner. Leipsig: Tal, 
1922, 468 pp. 

It attributes to Austria the major responsibility for bringing on the war of 1914, 
especially condemning Austrian militarists and chauvinists. 

INTERNATIONAL FINANCE AND ITS REORGANIZATION. By E. M. 
Friedman. New York: Dutton, 1922, 702 pp. 

A thorough compilation of data relating to the financial aspects of the War and 
Peace of Versailles. 

A REVISION OF THE TREATY. By J. M. Keynes. New Yoit: Harcourt, 1922, 
242 pp. 

A sequel to The Economic Consequences of the Peace. It describes how events have 
vindicated the latter, and suggests a mode of solving the reparations problem. 

THE BALANCE SHEET OF EUROPE. By Bass and MoultoU. New York: 
Ronald Press, 1922, 367 pp. 

An objective study of the facts of the economic situation in Eurotie, with par- 
ticular emphasis on the reparations problem. 

WHAT NEXT IN EUROPE ? By Frank Vanderlip. New York: Harcourt, 1922, 
308 pp. 

A somewhat optimistic inventory of contemporary Europe. It advocates devot- 
ing the Allied indebtedness to America to the aid of near-bankrupt European states. 

EUROPE IN CONVALESCENCE. By Alfred E. Zimmern. New York: Put- 
nam's, 1922, 237 pp. 

A notable book analyzing the effect of the events of the last decade upon the 
politics, economic life, oilture and psychobgy of Europe.

The program of the leader of the French Radicals moderately expressed.

The former Italian premier presents his case for Italy's return to Crispi's policy 
of thorough-going partnership with the Germanic states. 

KIEL ETTANGER, ET LA REPUBLIQUE FRANCAISE DEVANT L'EUROPE. 
By Charles Maurras. Paris: Nouvelle Librairie Nationale, 1921. 

French diplomatic policy during the past half century interpreted to support 
royalist theories of government. 

THE POMP OF POWER. Anonymous. New York: Doran, 1922. 360 pp. 

One more volume on war and politics for those who delight in "inside" history, 
and especially in guessing at the name of the author. It is well written, judicial in 
tone, and apparently (more is not necessary) well informed. 

A HISTORY OF THE PEACE CONFERENCE OF PARIS. By H. W. V. Tem- 
PERLY. London: Frowde and Hodder and Stoughton, 1921, Vols. IV-V, 528 and 
483 pp. 

A conrinuarion of the standard history of the work of the Peace Conference. 
Vol. IV treats of the disintegration of the Dual Monarchy and the rise of the new 
states which succeeded it. Vol. V deals with the economic clauses of the Treaties, and 
the provisions for the protection of minorities. The quality of its chapters is uneven.

The most important German summary of the war and its diplomadc background 
which haa yet appeared. Relatively objective and impartial. 
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DIPLOMACY AND WAR. By Count Julius Andrassy. London: Bale and 
Danielson, 1921, 323 pp. 

These important memoirs constitute a frank defense of the policies of the cen- 
tral European powers and a denunciation of democratic tendencies. 

DER UNTERGANG DER DONAU-MONARCHIE. By Baron J. von Szii^ 
ASSY. Berlin: Berger, 1921, 425 pp. ^ 

The author assigns responsibility for the war to the general prevalence of mili- 
tarism and chauvinism in Europe, though denouncing the militaristic and national- 
istic elements in Austria-Hungary for precipitating it. The study is most valuable for 
its revelation of much new material on the relation of Berchtold to Serbian poliqr.
